This action authorizes the City to apply for $450,000 from the U.S. Department of Justice, Office of
Justice Programs, FY 2004 Law Enforcement and Service Provider Mulli disciplinary Anti-Trafficking
Task Forces Program. The three-year grant period nans from April 1 , 2005 - March 31, 2008. A required
in-kind match of $234,950 can be found in the FY 2004-2005 operating budget for the Austin Police
Department and will be included in future budgets. The in-kind match will be satisfied with personnel
expenses of an existing detective and program vehicle fuel and maintenance expenses.

The Austin Police Department Immigrant Protection Unit will use the grant funds to enhance
investigation of cases involving "trafficking in persons." These cases involve the recruitment,
transportation and harboring of persons by means of threat or use of force for the purpose of exploitation.
The grant program will support state and local law enforcement that works collaboratively with victim
and social service organizations and federal agencies in the identification of human trafficking victims
who are in the Austin. Grant funding will be used to support an additional detective in the Immigrant
Protection Unit who will work with the Austin Human Trafficking Task Force in the investigation of
cases and prosecution of traffickers.

These cases will involve many federal, state and local law enforcement agencies such as the Department
of Homeland Security Immigration and Customs Enforcement; Department of Public Safely, Texas
Alcoholic Beverage Commission (TABC), and the Travis County Sheriffs Office. Grant funds will also
support a contract for a retired APD detective to serve as a Liaison with non-profit organizations that
provide services to identified human trafficking victims. The contract position will also assist in
providing training to local law enforcement on the identification of trafficking victims.
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The program goals and performance measures established for this program are to 1 ) increase the
identification of trafficking victims through proactive law enforcement; 2) to ensure victim safety and
access to needed services and to 3) increase the successful prosecution of human traffickers. This grant
supports the Immigrant Protection Unit, which is a Unit under Centralized Jnvestigations. The Centralized
